Noted Aviator Meets Death 


. . . At the Georgia 


Fair. 


Maccn. Ga., Oct. 20. — Eugene B 


Ely, the aviator, was killed whll 
making a flight over the fairgrounds 
He was making the first turn whet 
his 'machine dipped and plunged to 
the ground. The injured man was 
rushed to a hospital, but died shortly 
after his anlxal. 


Ely realized his danger and by a 


desperate leap almost cleaned the 
machine before it struck the ground, 
but he failed to spring far enough 
and was caught under the machine 
and mangled. 
His body was broken 


in it score of places and he died 11 
minutes after the fatal fall. regain- 
Ing consciousness just before the end 
long enough to mutter, "I !ost con- 
trol: I know I am going to die." 


A grewsome feature of the tragedy 


was the effort of the spectators to 
secure 
souvenirs. 
The policemen 


were swept away by the crowd and 
In 
a 
few minutes the 
field was 


cleared of every bit of the wreckage. 
Ely's collar, gloves, tie and cap dis- 
appeared. Ely bad a premonition- of 
disaster before he ascended, lie told 
his assistants he felt that .something 
would happen and asked them to no- 
tify .Mrs. Kly at Xew York. 


Eugene Ely was the liist aviator 


who ever flew from land to the deck 
of a warship and back again. When 
he did that .it San Francisco on Jan. 
IS last governments began to take 
aeroplanes .seriously as a factor.ini 
naval warfare. His flight from South 
San Francisco to the deck of the 
cruiser Pennsylvania was his biggest 
achievement, but Ely accomplished a 
good many notewoithy tnings in his 
three jears of 11} ing. 
He took part 


in most of the big tournaments and 
has earned a place among the most 
distinguished aUators of the woild. 


Wife Faints. 


This was the first time that Mrs. 


Ely had missed seeing her husband 
fly. She hail returned to Xew York 
from Davenport. la., his home town. 
•where he hud made flights bcfoie 
comias to ilacon. 
He was to have 


gone today to join her. S"ie was no- 
tified 
of 
his 
death through Mis. 


Charles Wiilard, the wife of another 
aviator. She fainted -when she heard 
the news. 


Only a few days ago Mrs. Ely told 


a group of friends at the Xassaii 
aerodrome. Xew York, of the

•when she took a ride with her hus- 
band and the propeller cracked

feet up in the air. 


"Xo, I was not afraid," she said, 


"because I know that Gene would 
come down all right. 
I just held on 


tight and he did." 


Ely was born in Davenport. la, 


Oct. 21, 1SS">. but spfnt the greater 
part of his life in California. Befoie 
going into the flying business he was 
an automobile drher. He was a self- 
taught atiator. A rich Californian 
bought u Curtiss aeioplane. but had 
no one to <ly it. 
Ely unhesitatingly 


undertook the task. 
The first at- 


tempt resulted in wrecking the ma- 
chine, but Ely purchased the broken 
parts and built it anew.

time he was flvim: it.
